The decision to build the plant was 
made on the basis of increased water 
quality problems, particularly bad taste 
and smell caused by bacteria and other 
organisms in the water, said Herbert 


Nickerson of the Haverhill Water 
Department. 
The water now does not meet 


Environmental Pollution Agency (EPA 
standards. The bacteria it contains is 
coliform: It is not a desease producing 
bacteria, but a know indicator that the 
water should be improved. Nickerson 
said, “Regulatory agencies have adopted 
this group of organisms as_ indicator 
organisms.” 

The plant will be built on Kenoza St., 
Kenoza Lake, the city’s primary water 
supply. When completed it will employ 
approximately 10 people. 

Water from the Mill reservoir, located 
in Haverhill will be pumped into Kenoza 
Lake, and the plant will treat the 
combined waters of these sources. 

Future needs of the city have been 
considered in plans for the new plant. As 
water demands increase, water will also 
be pumped to Kenoza Lake from Crystal 
Lake, Little River, and the Merrimack 
River. 

Whitman and Howard have designed 
the plant using their best ideas from 
plants previously designed by them. They 
expect it to put out a high quality of 
water. The arrangement and geometry of 
the facility is designed to minimize ledge 
excavation and to facilitate future 
expansion. continued on page 13

Activity periods 
exist in theory 


The student council has _ trouble 
achieving a quorum at meetings. The 
Drop In Center has held its weekly staff 
meeting on Sunday morning for the past 
five weeks: OBSERVER editors and staff 
have been working weekends for two 
semesters: Various clubs and other 
student organizations are unable to select 
workable meeting times. 

Why? The schedules of the students 
who participate in these officially 
sanctioned student activities conflict even 
though four hours are _ suppossedly 
planned into the master schedule where 
no one has classes. 

In theory, NECC has four hours 
designated for student activities: 11 a.m. 
Mon. and Fri. and 11 a.m. - 1 p.m. Wed. 
Some classes are scheduled then, but none 
should be. No other classroom activities 
should be scheduled then either. 

Division chairpersons, department cha- 
irpersons, at least one high-ranking 
administrator, and professors, however, 
do not honor these activity periods. 

Instead they schedule classes, conduct 
field trips, and show required movies and 
film strips. 

These practices are unfair to students: 
NECC is a commuter college which 
services a broad range of cities and towns. 
It also services a diverse and varied 
student body. If student activities are to 
exist they must exist during the 
traditional school day. It is virtually 
impossible to schedule activities after 
school hours. 

Everyone does not drive his/her own 
car: Everyone does not have an 
independently determined schedule. For- 
ty per cent of our students work 20 or 
more hours per week: Thirty-five percent 
are married and have other non-student 
responsibilities. 
we These same students are often accused 

of apathy and considered lethargic, 
disinterested, bored, and restless because 
of chronic non-participation in student 
activities. Is this REALLY the case? 

Obviously the scheduling of classes 
during activity periods was done with 
administrative approval; films and field 
trips, unless scheduled furing regular 
class hours should be optional: Professors 
must stop demanding committments from 
students during non-class hours. 

Each student pays $17.50 per semester 
student activities fee. The college hired a 
student activities director last year who 
has done an admirable job of coordinating 
these activities and scheduling many and 
varied events. 

The question used to be what happened 
to the $17.50? Now, the question is when 
will they permit me time to participate in 
the student activities the $17.50 provides?

Body Chemistry Effected By Light 
Chemistry states that the universe is 99 
percent hydrogen and helium.

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In the land of music, STEELY DAN 
seems to stand out all alone in search of 
the forgotten musical domain: uniqueness. 
In light of their latest opus “AJA” it only 
makes sense to digress a bit and look at 
the DAN'S past from inception to present. 

STEELY DAN graced their presence 
upon the music scene in 1972 with a gold 
album, “Can't Buy A Thrill”, and two hit 
singles, “Do It Again”, and “Reeling In 
The Years”. 

Commercially and aesthetically the 
group was immediately established by the 
media as one of rock’s foremost recording 
acts. Success came easy due to the nature 
and direction of their music to put it in 
creative terms their's was different. 

Endless jam 

In those long ago days of endless jam, 
rock bands who prided themselves in 
being excessively loud and the commer- 
cialized Woodstock nationalism, the DAN 
were musical eclectics with home grown 
roots in both jazz and rock. They 
effortlessly combined diverse influences in 
a refreshing new vein of inelody. 


steely Dan Music Critique

“Can't Buy A Thrill”, liner notes 
accurately described the musical content 
as “crisp and exacting”, and it is catchy, 
deceptively-light quality stood in direct 
contrast to the often pessimistic, ironic 
and absurdist messages the lyrics more 
often then not carried. 

Skeptics of the hardest kind, the DAN 
bore the intrepid news of the Seventies. 
Freedom was a sham and those who 
believed were fooling themselves: “A 
world became one of salads and sun, Only 
a fool would say that, A world where all is 
free, It just couldn't be and only a fool 
would say that”. 


Steely Dan’s Roots 


At the inception of their recording 
career, STEELY DAN included song- 
writers Donald Fagen and Walter Becker 
who had auspiciousely began their 
collaboration at Brad College by listening 
to such renowned jazz greats as Charlie 
Parker and the famous Duke of Jazz Duke 
Ellington. Auspiciousely to the extent 
that contrasting musical directions of 
gender seemed to contrast too deeply:

After colle, wuiey came to terms with 
musical expression of ideas and proceeded 
to relocate them in the “Big Apple” New 
York. The purpose being to refine as soon 
as possible their expertise in song-writing 
through gigs as “tin pan alley” song 
writers and as backing musicians for “Jay 
And The Americans”. A past well worth 
the trouble, considering how far it 
brought them. 

They eventually joined forces with 
Denny Dias (Guitar), Jim Hodder (Drums 
and vocals), Jeff crew, with Dias leaning 
more strongly towards jazz: a Becker 
individualist, while Baxter was a more 
rock-oriented stylist who could also double 
on petal steel. 

Fangen’s quirky, caricatured vocals 
contrasted with Palmer’s smooth _har- 
monized stylings and Hodder’s nasal 
countrified crooning. One who understood 
could not see this band staying in their 
present state for long periods of time.

accustomed jazz-flavored style they 
indeed favor today. Palmer had since 
departed, only the first in a series of 
moves which would leave Fangen and 
Becker eventually a power-ladden two 
some. The DAN relied increasingly on 
“bitch studio musicians”, and back-up 
vocalists to augument their unique sound. 
The lyrics were absurd and ironic as ever. 
“Show Biz Kids”, took dead aim on 
fatuous Hollywood lifestyles. Various 
gold-digging women were raked over the 
coals in “Your Gold Teeth”, “Razor Boy” 
and “My Old School”. 

Somewhere in all this madness, was a 
stroig resemblance to Dylan, with his 
autobiographical tenture, shadowy char- 
acters, and unlikely juxtapositions of time 
and place. 


And then they grew 

The 1974 release of “Pretzel Logic” 
unleashed one of the years biggest 
commercially successful A.M. singles ‘in 
“Rikki Don't Lose That Number”. That 
along with “Any Magor Dude With Tell 
You”, conveyed a more affectionate 
attitude towards women. But, alas the 
songs still depicted troubled times. 

However, as Fagen professed in 
“Monkey In Your Soul”, other characters 
became sources of utter amusement 
rather then bitter scorn, and the music 
reinforced itself towards increased jazz 
orientation. This trend, seemingly 
endless in presentation, continued with 
great success as is evident in “Katy Lied” 
(1975). 

By now two more pieces of the puzzle 
had departed, Baxter to the Doobie 
Brothers, and Hodder to the now 
reformed Street Walkers. At this space in 
time, guitarest Denny Dias’s role in the 
DAN had taken on a decreasingly obscure 
path. It was beginning to look more and 
more like the two man ship its inception 
had foreseen. 

To the credit of Becker, Fagan, 
Producer Gary Katz and Engineer Roger 
Nichols (The Immortal One), the DAN 
were able at great lengths to coax a 
tight-knit but still tangible and interesting 
sound from a slew of asterically polished 
studio musicians. Tom Scott and Phil 
Woods were among them. The songs that 
developed were nearly perfectly realized 
miniatures that exploded through 4 
variety of complex themes. They featured 
some of Becker's and Fagen’s more 
challenging lyrics. 

“Chain Lighting” and “Bad Senkers”, 
dealt strongly with various aspects of 
intoxication and dissipation, while “Black 
Friday”, and “Throw Away The Little 
Ones”, voiced paranoid escapist fantasies. 

Next week we will look at the DAN's 
last two albums “The Royal Scam” and 
“Aja”.

NECC - Ms. Elizabeth J. Wilcoxson, 
History Professor, is glad to get back to 
her usual routine. The February winter 
hurricane created quite an experience for 
her. 

As others sat comfortably sipping coffee 
while watching news bulletins about 
thousands stranded on Route 128, Ms. 
Wilcoxson was shivering in her Rabbit, 
right in the middle of that motorized 
pile-up. 

Ms. Wilcoxson, with her mother, her 


sister and brother-in-law, was returning 


from a funeral in New York. She exited 
onto Route 128, drove about two miles and 
then came to a complete halt behind 


hundreds of snow-struck vehicles. They 
remained there from 7 p.m. Tuesday until 


4 a.m. Wednesday. 


“I started the engine for ten minutes 
every two hours. We had two blankets 
and our bathrobes to help keep us warm,” 
Ms. Wilcoxson explained. “We knew help 
was on the way,” she confessed, “because 


we listened to radio news broadcasts”. 


A national Defense Department toll- 
free marathon phone tree is now in effect 
to try to locate about 200,000 affected 
veterans of nuclear testing, from 1945 
until 1963. 

The Federal Government is trying to do 
something; even if they may by trying to 
hide something. Most of the 2800 veterans 
responding were tested, assured not to 
worry, and released. 

Operation Smokey, a 1957 Nevada Blast 
affected 3,153 soldiers who were marched 
to ground zero, within hours of a nuke 
blast. 

Nine Smokey veterans have died of 
leukemia-triple typical rates of the 
population at large.

It started 
right up, and she drove down 128 to her 
home in Newburyport. She was not asked 
once to show her official travel permit.

At present, an average of 4.5 million 
gallons per day, with an emergency plant 


capacity of approximately 16 million 
gallons per day. As demands increase and 
the plant is expanded, its capacity will rise 
to 24 million gallons per day.
